WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—P resident 
Roosevelt y esterday struck a blow in 
defense of his policy of conservation 
of the national resources, and sounded 
a w arning against a “monopoly more 
powerful than any thing known to our 
experience” when he 
sent 
to 
the 
house a special m essage vetoing a bill 
authorizing W illiam H. 
Stanish 
to 
place a dam in the Jam es river, Stone 
county , M issouri, to divert a portion 
of the w aters through a tunnel and 
back into the river for the purpose of 
creating electrical power. 
The president said the bill gave the 
grantee a valuable privilege, 
which 
was m onopolistic, and y et did not con­ 
tain the conditions essential to 
pro­ 
tect the public interest. 
He said: “ When the public w elfare 
is involved, congress should resolve 
any reasonable doubt as to its legisla­ 
tive pow er in favor of 
the 
people 
against the seekers of special privi­ 
lege. 
“A single generation will see the 
exhaustion of the natural resources of 
oil and gas, and such a rise in the 
price of coal as will make the price 
of electrically transm itted w ater pow­ 
er the controlling factor in transporta­ 
tion, m anufacturing, household 
light­ 
ing and heating. 
To give away w ith­ 
out conditions, this, one of our great­ 
est resources, would be an 
act 
of 
folly .” 
He pointed out the present control 
of w ater power by corporations, and 
the grow ing tendency to increase it. 
I He said th a t certain interests hold one- 
fourth of the m ost valuable sites for 
water pow er plants, and directly m en­ 
tioned the G eneral E lectric Company 
and the W esiinghouse Electric Com­ 
pany .

an­ 
swered and reasons given for the ex­ 
istence 
of 
conditions, 
which, 
he 
thinks, ought to b e changed, and here 
he comes b ack just as though noth­ 
ing had b een said or proven. 
I^et us 
go over the sub ject again with him, 
item b y item. 
The first point he tries to m ake is 
that the large deb t of the A. U. W. 
Co. was caused b y 
that 
com pany ’s 
large capitalization; and y et he was 
told that the money was b orrowed to 
cem ent the ditches so that the w ater 
could b e got to the farms 
and 
or­ 
chards. 
Had it not b een 
for 
the 
ab ility of the company 
to 
b orrow 
money , the territory , 
now 
covered 
with productive farm s and orchards, 
would b e a b arren waste. 
The needs 
of the section, and not the large cap­ 
italization, was the cause and m eas­ 
ure of the deb t; the large capitaliza­ 
tion merely helped the 
water 
com ­ 
pany to supply such needs and thus 
save its stockholders from ab solute 
ruin. 
Doub tless, in the ey es 
of som e, 
it wpuld have b een b etter 
for 
the 
people over there to have kept out of 
deb t and seen their crops b urn 
up 
each y ear for lack of 
water, 
until 
they were driven from the field; b ut, 
strange as it m ay appear 
to 
these 
ob jectors, the Anaheim people don’t 
see it in that light. 
The second point Mr. Jackm an a t­ 
tem pts to make is to insist on a new- 
set of b y -laws b efore any thing else is 
done. 
In the second paragraph 
he 
characterizes the b y -law-s as a “foun­ 
dation of sand,” and advises the call­ 
ing 
in 
of 
“corporation 
law y ers” 
(“paid attorney s?” ) to fix them 
up 
right. 
In the second column he de­ 
votes considerab le space to try ing to 
prove that the m ost glaring defect in 
the b y -laws is all right and tha t the 
directors are in the wrong for 
not 
ob serving its lim itations. 
Now 
the 
facts are simply these: 
The certifi­ 
cate of incorporation 
and 
b y -laws 
are valid, w ith at least one 
excep­ 
tion, and are b inding upon 
officers 
and stockholders 
alike—so 
far 
as 
they are valid; the ir validity in some 
im[>ortant particulars was upheld b y 
the supreme court in the 
Spurgeon 
case. 
At least tw o determ ined 
ef­ 
forts have b een m ade to get a com ­ 
plete revision of the b y -laws adopted, 
w ithout 
success, 
although 
a 
few 
am endm ents have b een adopted, one 
a t a time, just as is now b eing tried. 
T he particular part of the 
b y -laws, 
known to b e w rong and therefore in­ 
valid, is the part of b y -law IX re lat­ 
ing to assessm ents, which Mr. Ja c k ­ 
m an quoted and tried to b olster up. 
According to section 331 of the Civil 
Code of California, “The directors of 
any corporation * * * may levy and 
collect assessm ents,” b ut no provis­ 
ion is made any w here for the stock­ 
holders to do so. 
According to sec­ 
tion 332, “No one assessm ent m ust 
exceed ten per cen t of the am ount of 
the capital stock named in the a rti­ 
cles of incorporation, etc,” b ut there 


is no lim itation in the law as to the 
numb er of assessm ents that m ay b e 
made in any one y ear—the only lim­ 
itation arises from the length of time 
required for notices and collections, 
which restricts the num b er to three 
a y ear. 
A ccording to the decision of 
the suprem e court in the case of the 
People of the S tate vs. Leo Steffens, 
and in other cases, when the 
state 
law provides/specifications for 
any 
procedure, such specifications cannot 
b e ab ridged or modified b y local en­ 
actm ents. 
In the light of the fore­ 
going facts, it is idle to talk ab out 
new b y -laws b eing adopted, or to dis­ 
credit those we now have any more 
then they deserve; b ut to hold ev­ 
ery thing in check until a revision is 
b rought ab out would b e ab solutely 
criminal. 
The third point attem pted to 
b e 
made is the recom m endation 
of 
a 
sm aller 
increase 
of 
capitalization, 
riz.: $200,000 or $250,000 instead of 
$500,000. 
It is an old trick in dis­ 
cussions to 
recommend 
som ething 
else in place of tvhat the other side 
is contending for, so as to w ithdraw 
some support 
and 
thereb y 
accom ­ 
plish its defeat; b esides, the am ount 
recom mended is not large enough to 
affect the purpose of the am endm ent. 
W hile $250,000, 
or 
even 
$200,000, 
might b e am ple for assessing 
pur­ 
poses, it would not enab le the com­ 
pany to b orrow the amount of money 
necessary to finance 
the 
im prove­ 
ments at the low est rate of interest. 
The larger the security the easier to 
b orrow m oney and 
the 
low er 
the 
rate of interest. 
As stated at 
the 
meeting in S anta Ana, it doesn't m at­ 
ter w hat the capitalization is, so that 
it is large enough to enab le the com­ 
pany to do all that may 
b e 
neces­ 
sary ; the larger 
the 
capitalization 
the sm aller the rate of assessm ent to 
raise the sam e amount of money , and, 
as Sam Hill say s, no b oard of direc­ 
tors is going to call in 
any 
more 
money b y assessm ent than is ab so­ 
lutely necessary . 
The needs of the 
company should estab lish the limits 
of assessm ents and not the am ount 
of capitalization; and $500,000 is none 
too much b acking for im provem ents 
that may cost our company $200,000. 
The only other point that Mr. Jack ­ 
man tried to m ake was his criticism 
of the expense of supervising 
the 
Durkee ranch and that has b een an­ 
swered b y the secretary of the com­ 
pany . 
The rest of 
this 
article 
is 
made up of protestations of his own 
earnest zeal for im provem ent and of 
admonition to the 
stockholders 
to 
stand together and defeat the only 
logical and practical method of com­ 
mencing such im provem ent. 
If the 
stockholders w ant no further w ater 
development, then let

such advice and they will surely get 
what they w ant—nothing.
